Tbs cook who broils tbs tough sod 
of s porterhouse # tesk. rousts tbs rib' 
la s roast, throws away tbs bones and 
Juices left on tbc platter by tbs carver 
and discards as unfit for ass tbs meat 
from which tbs soup stock Is mads la 
fUflty of wicked waste. 

Tbs end of a porterhouse steak k 
unfit to serve when broiled. It should 
be cut off. This, together with the 
bone and Juice left on the platter, a 
bay leaf, three or four doves, an on¬ 
ion, a carrot and some parsley, will 
make several cups of bouillon. The ribs 
should be cut out of a roast when pre¬ 
paring It for the oven. These, with 
the leftover gravy, may bemused In a 
similar way for stock. 

in making stock the long, slow prog- 
ess of gentle boiling extracts the fla¬ 
vor from the meat and coagulates the 
albumen. Only a tittle of the latter Is 
extracted. Therefore the meat loses 
bat little of Its nourishing properties. 
There are numerous ways In which 
such meat can be made appetizing. 
Combined with rice and tomatoes a 
delicious luncheon dish may be made. 
Butter a baking dish and line with hot 
boiled rice. Pill the center with bits 
of meat well seasoned with salt, pep¬ 
per and onion Juice. Cover with rice. 
Bake twenty minutes In the oven. 
Turn out on a platter and poor over 
It a well seasoned tomato asace. It 
is a toothsome morsel.—National Food 
Magazine.

The Meet Fateful of All, Perhaps, Was 
the Burning of Moscow. 

A list of great cities burned would 
be a Ust of nearly all the great capi¬ 
tals of tbe world. Persepolls, the 
splendid residence of a long series of 
rulers whose tributary provinces ex¬ 
tended from the Indus to the Helles¬ 
pont. was burned, with all Its pal¬ 
aces and temples.

The 
Phoenicians, like the Spartans snd As¬ 
syrians. disappeared with the ruin of 
their capitals, but the most fateful 
conflagration recorded In the history 
of tbe world is perhaps that of Moo- 
cow.

MODES OF TRAVEL 

From tM Jaunting Car te the Medsrn 
j Elec trie Railway. 

Tbs first Jaunting car'was establish¬ 
ed In Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carte Blanco nl. who settled in Dublin 
and dro/e every day to Caber and 
beck, charging twopence a mils. From 
this small beginning In 1837 he had 
established sixty-seven conveyances, 
drawn hr 900 horses. 

Ths sutsnslon of modern manufac¬ 
turing ti wus snd cities demanded still 
greater conveniences, which were sup¬ 
plied sty first by the omnibus lines, 
which up to 1800 were the chief means 
of urbaji snd lntsrnrban transporta¬ 
tion. To these succeeded the street 
railroad^ traversed by care drawn by 
one or more horses, and these In turn 
becameSvhoUy Inadequate to meet the 
df mand of the suburban districts. 

The c^jble car, drawn by underground 
cable, was the next Innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1890 was supplanted 
by tbe electric trolley lines, and these 
again were supplemented In many cit¬ 
ies by elevated and subway lines In 
which tbs ears were propelled by elec¬ 
tricity supplied by a third rail. This 
latter Baric* has already been applied 
to extended lines of railroad**, and It 
Is not Tmilkeiy that ths present cen¬ 
tury will witness the electrification of 
most of ‘ the railroad lines In thickly 
settled countries.—{Jfiifional Magazine.

Tbe artist bus utilized tbe 
bide silk lining of tbe bat to Improvise 
a beautiful sky of summer reflected to 
the peaceful water below. Upon the 
bank are three trees and a picturesque 
Saracen tower, while white clouds 
among the blue complete the scene. 

Readers must not jump to tbe conclu¬ 
sion that thla bat landscape Is an ex¬ 
ample of the eccentricity of genips. It 
la tbe result of what appeared to be 
ths tragedy of a “whits” bat whJcb 
belonged to a friend of the master.
